The  Presidents 


This  issue  of  The  Herald  focuses  on  an 
extraordinarily  exclusive  category  of  famous 
personages- — one  which  has  included  only  39 
men  from  1789  through  the  spring  of  1980. 
During  a  year  in  which  most  of  America  is 
w  hipped  into  a  fury  of  consternation  over  who 
should  ocj-'upy  the  White  House  for  the  next 
four  years,  this  issue's  authors  provide  a  base  of 
reality  through  studies  of  campaigns  and 
presidents  of  the  past. 

The  office  is  so  unic]ue  and  desirable  and  the 
road  to  it  so  difficult  that  it  is  little  wonder  the 
winners  have  produced  campaign  technicjues  as 
\aricci  as  their  own  personalities.  Assistant 
editor  Lois  GorrelFs  intriguing  tales  of  19th- 
century  electioneering  show  that  humor  and 
sadness,  grandeur  and  pettiness,  profit  and  loss 
have  been  factors  in  presidential  politics  since 
John  Adam's  election  in  1796.  The  importance 
of  issues  is  often  harder  to  determine. 

Once  a  man  is  elected  to  the  country's 
highest  post,  literally  ever\thing  he  touches  or 
associates  with  takes  on  special  value.  Such 
artifacts  from  past  administrations,  often  rather 
common  items,  can  offer  unusual  insights  into 
a  president  and  his  times.  Lincolniana  expert 
Weldon  Petz  illustrates  this  approach  in  his 
sampling  of  Henry  Ford  Museum  objects 
associated  with  our  16th  president. 

Similarity,  a  president's  mere  likeness  on 
otherwise  e\ervdav  products  not  only  adds 


value  to  them,  but  provides  the  historian  with  a 
useful  tool  to  determine  how  the  man  fits  into 
America's  popular  culture.  Museum  glass  and 
ceramics  curator  Christina  Nelson  examines  the 
variety  of  wares  graced  by  patriotic  images  of 
George  Washington  during  his  life  and  long 
after  his  death. 

While  the  pages  of  The  Herald  can  transmit 
much  of  the  drama  surrounding  presidents 
past,  I  would  be  remiss  not  to  point  out  an 
opportunity  between  now  and  Labor  Day  to 
attend  a  "rally"~honpring  all  39  chief  executives 
and  e\  cn  some  of  the  hopefuls  in  the  1980  race. 
A  major  Henry  Ford  Museum  exhibit,  "Politics 
U.S.A.,"  .sends  forth  the  campaign  cries  of  the 
winners  and  also-rans.  Posters,  sheet  music, 
walking  canes  with  sculpted  candidates' 
likenesses,  illustrated  and  molded  sha\'ing 
mugs,  torches,  buttons,  top  hats  and  hundreds 
of  other  nearly  unbelievable  memorabilia  make 
toda)^s  sophisticated  communications  devices 
appear  mundane  by  comparison. 

So,  while  deliberating  over  which  man  to 
\'ote  for  this  year,  number  39  or  number  40, 
don't  ox  erlook  the  outpouring  of  American 
ingenuity  and  creati\  ity  that  historically 
accompanies  the  .selection  process.  Much  can 
be  learned,  and  we  trust  the  following  pages 
will  provide  you  with  an  interesting  backdrop 
on  which  to  judge  the  1980  campaign  and  the 
ultimate  \  icror.  — GCU
